DR. CHARLES S. THOMASON 


Fron a one-room school at Sandlick Elemen- 
tary, he rose to become one of Virginia’s most 
respected educators. He knew the power of 
books but never forgot that life is lived outside 
their pages. When his country called, he went 
away to serve America in the Korean Conflict. 
He also worked hard, “‘riding the rails’’ as a 
fireman on the great steam locomotives of the 
Norfolk & Western Railway. His wife, Mary, be- 
came a teacher and so did his daughters. 

Education brought him back to the class- 
room. Studying to become a teacher in the 
Tazewell County school system he was soon 
one of its leaders. As Administrative Assistant, 
Secondary Supervisor, and then Assistant Su- 
perintendent of both Administration and In- 
struction, he daily did much to shape the lives of 
our students and teachers for nearly 30 years. 
He helped design our curriculum and coordinate 
the building of several of our schools. His rep- 
utation stretched across the entire state and 
beyond. He became Known as a caring admin- 
istrator who placed the value of people above 
bricks and mortar. 

And then he came to us in 1991, to lead 
Tazewell High School. 

An excellent role model, he led by example. 
When we worked on our lessons or took part in 
academic competition, he advised and encour- 
aged our best efforts. We heard his cheers 
when we played on the courts and athletic 
fields. Sharing our joys with a sunny smile and 
easing our burdens with a comforting shoulder, 
he was always willing to cooperate with us to 
help us succeed. 

Ever a gentleman, he quietly showed us that 
nice people finish first. He administered dis- 
cipline with caring and concern. His office was 
always open, even though he was more often in 
the classrooms and hallways with the boys and 
girls. He never failed to remind us that it was 
these young people who turned his years at THS 
into the very best ones of his career. 

We will miss him upon his retirement and wish 
him the very best. Yet as long as we remember 
his dedication and the counsel he generously 
shared, this friend of ours will never really leave. 

With this dedication of the 1996 PEAK to Dr. 
Charles S. Thomason, we officially make *‘Dr. T’’ 
a lifetime member of the Bulldogs.
